OPERATION 

Caution: Turn down the voiume on your sound source 
(radio, CD piayer, TV) before piugging in the head- 
phones. 

Insert the plug into the EARPHONE or similarly marked 
output jack on your sound source. Then adjust the head- 
band for the best fit and maximum listening comfort. 



USING THE MUTE CONTROL 

To temporarily reduce the level of the sound source, 
press the mute button on the headphone cord. Release to 
restore sound. 


COLLAPSING THE HEADPHONES 



Your headphones collapse for convenient storage. Follow 
these steps to fold them. 

1. Hold the headphones as shown in illustration 1 with 
the name Optimus on the right earpiece facing you. 

2. Rotate each earpiece 90 “clockwise. 

3. Gently swivel each earpiece inwards to the right as 
far as it will turn. 

4. From that position, rotate the right earpiece 90° coun- 
terclockwise until the cushion is beneath the head- 
band (see Illustration 2). Repeat for the left earpiece. 

5. Adjust the length of the headband so that the bottom 
of each earpiece can be brought together for the 
smallest storage size. 
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6. Insert the flat metal hook at the bottom of the right 
earpiece into the siotted tab on the ieft earpiece (see 
liiustration 3). 


ACCESSORIES 

Your iocai RadioShack store has many adapters, spiit- 
ters, repiacement ear pads, and cabie extensions to en- 
hance the use of your headphones. 

Listening Safeiy 

To protect your hearing, foiiow these guideiines when you 
use headphones. 

• Set the voiume to the iowest setting before you begin 
iistening. After you begin iistening, adjust the voiume 
to a comfortabie ievei. 

• Do not iisten at extremeiy high voiume ieveis. 
Extended high voiume iistening can iead to perma- 
nent hearing ioss. 

• Once you set the voiume, do not increase it. Over 
time, your ears adapt to the voiume ievei, so a voiume 
ievei that does not cause discomfort might stiii dam- 
age your hearing. 


Traffic Safety 

Do not wear headphones whiie operating a motor vehicie 
or riding a bicycie. 

This can create a traffic hazard and couid be iiiegai in 
some areas. 

Even though some headphones iet you hear some out- 
side sounds when iistening at normai voiume ieveis, they 
stiii can present a traffic hazard.
